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A  genealogical  record  of  the  Corliss  Family  published  in  1ST-")  by 
Major  Augustus  W.  Corliss,  U.  S.  A.,  retired. 

From  this  work  I  have  copied  a  few  historical  facts  relative  to 
the  Corliss  family  in  America;  also  a  line  of  descent  from  George 
Corliss  (1)  the  founder  of  the  family  in  America  to  and  including  my 
grandfather,  Benjamin  Corliss  (314),  and  his  children  and  grand- 
children so  far  as  this  book  gives  them. 

The  purpose  of  this  pamphlet  is  to  extend  the  family  history  by 
carefully  compiling  correct  data  of  the  descendants  of  Timothy 
Emerson  Corliss  (886)  and  Elvira  Hutchins  Corliss  (187/")  with  a  few 
historical  facts  connected  with  that  branch  of  the  family,  with  the 
hope  that  later  members  of  the  family  may  be  interested  in  it.

George  Corliss,  the  founder  of  our  family  in  America,  was  born  in  the 
County  of  Devonshire,  England,  about  the  year  1617.  He  came  to  this  country 
in  1639  and  settled  in  that  year  at  Newberg,  Mass.,  but  soon  moved  to  Haver- 
hill, Mass.,  where  he  resided  until  his  death  in  1686. 

The  original  tract  of  land  on  which  he  had  built  a  log  house  in  1647  was  in 
what  was  known  as  "West  Parrish"  of  the  town,  and  the  farm  is  now  known  as 
"Poplar  Lawn,"  and  has  never  been  out  of  the  possession  of  direct  descendants. 
He  was  the  first  settler  in  that  part  of  the  town.  He  was  a  properous  farmer, 
owned  several  tracts  of  land  several  hundred  acres  in  all,  variously  described 
as  "Meadow  Lots"  and  tracts.  (The  picture  of  the  buildings  and  grounds 
show  a  beautiful  home.) 

He  was  twice  elected  "Select  Man",  also  constable  of  the  town;  he  made  a 
will  the  day  before  his  death.  The  inventory  of  his  effects  are  amusing  in  de- 
tailing the  household  goods,  wearing  apparel,  hand-irons,  geese  and  property 


of  that  day.  His  estate  \Vas  appraised  of  the  value  of  P563s2d,  amounting  to 
$2,715.53.  George  Corliss  was  married  October,  1643,  at  Haverhill,  Mass.,  to 
Joanna  Davis,  the  sister  of  Thomas  Davis,  of  Malbough,  England. 

George  Corliss  and  Joanna,  his  wife,  had  eight  children,  one  son  and  seven 
daughters,  viz.:  Mary  (3),  John  (4),  Joanna  (5),  Martha  (6),  Deboria  (7), 
Ann  (8),  Huldah  (9)  and  Sarah  (10). 

The  Corliss  Family  Book  gives  little  information  about  these  seven  daugh- 
ters, except  as  to  Mary  (3),  who  married  a  man  named  Neff.  She  became  quite 
celebrated  for  courage  and  daring.  (See  later  notes.)  Their  descendants  in 
America  must  be  numerous. 

John  Corliss  (4)  married  December  17,  1684,  to  Mary  Wilford  of  Haverhill, 
Mass.,  daughter  of  Gilbert  Wilford,  who  was  born  November  18,  1667.  (11.)

Chase's  History  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  many  times  refers  to  George  Corliss 
and  his  family  as  prosperous  man  and  a  leading  citizen,  a  farmer,  soldier,  con- 
stable and  "Select  Man."  His  only  son  and  most  of  his  grandsons  belonged 
to  military  companies  for  defense  against  Indians  and  the  early  wars.  His 
daughter,  Mrs.  Mary  Neff  (3)  and  her  niece,  Mrs.  Hannah  Dustin,  daughter 
of  John  Corliss  (4)  and  grand-daughter  of  George  Corliss  (1),  were  captured  by 
twenty  Indians.  Their  experiences  well  illustrate  not  only  the  trials  and  dan- 
gers of  the  early  settlers  of  the  Puritans  in  New  England  among  the  Indians, 
but  also  the  courage,  nerve  and  physical  endurance  of  the  Corliss  family. 
(Chase's  History  of  Haverhill,  p.   185.) 

"On  March  15,  1697,  Haverhill  witnessed  one  of  the  bloodiest  forsays  of  the 
whole  war."*  *  *  *  *  On  that  day  the  savages  made  a  descent  upon  the  skirts 
of  Haverhill,  murdering  and  capturing  39  persons  and  burning  about  half  a 
dozen  buildings  (homes).  In  the  broil  one  Hanna  Dustan,  having  lain  in  about 
a  week,  attended  by  her  nurse,  Mrs.  Mary  Neff,  a  widow,  a  body  of  terrible 
Indians  drew  near  the  house  where  she  lay  with  designs  to  carry  out  their  bloody 
devastation.  Her  husband,  Thomas  Dustan,  was  working  in  the  field,  hurried 
to  her  relief,  got  seven  of  his  eight  children  from  two  to  eighteen  years  of  age, 
and  by  standing  between  them  and  the  Indians  with  a  loaded  gun  took  them  to 
a  place  of  safety." 

The  nurse,  trying  to  escape  with  the  new  born  infant,  fell  into  the  hands  of 
the  formidable  savages,  who  came  into  the  house,  bid  poor  Mrs.  Dustan  to  rise 
immediately.  Full  of  astonishment,  she  did  so.  They  dragged  them  away. 
Before  they  had  gone  many  steps  they  dashed  out  the  brains  of  the  infant 
against  a  tree.  However,  Mrs.  Dustan  (with  her  nurse),  notwithstanding  her 
perilous  condition,  traveled  that  night  about  a  dozen  miles  more  or  less.  The 
Indians  consisted  of  twelve  persons,  two  strong  men,  three  women  and  seven 
children.  This  party  and  their  captives,  with  an  English  youth  from  West- 
chester, taken  about  a  year  and  a  half  before,  traveled  about  150  miles  toward 
Canada.  They  told  these  women,  when  they  got  to  some  Indian  village  which 
they  called  a  town  somewhere  beyond  Pennstock,  where  they  were  taking  them, 
they  would  be  stripped  and  scourged,  and  run  the  gauntlet  through  the  whole 
army  of  Indians.  They  said  this  was  the  fashion  wThen  captives  came  to  town, 
and  they  derided  some  of  the  faint-hearted  English  which  they  said  fainted  and 
swooned  under  the  torments  of  this  description. 


About  six  weeks  alter  their  capture,  while  they  had  traveled  about  150 
miles  and  were  a  long  way  from  the  Indian  town,  a  little  before  the  break  of 
day,  while  the  whole  crew  were  asleep,  one  of  t  hese  women  took  up  a  resolution 
to  escape,  she  motioned  her  nurse  and  the  youth  to  assist  her  in  this  enterprise. 
They  all  furnished  themselves  with  hatchets.  They  struck  such  home  blows 
upon  the  heads  of  the  sleeping  oppressors  that  before  any  of  them  could  struggle 
effectively,  they  killed  ten — one  squaw  and  one  boy,  whoMhey  intended  to  take 
with  them,  escaped.  They  took  the  ten  scalps  with  them;  for  this  the  General 
( 'ouiicil  of  Massachusetts  voted  them  fifty  pounds. 

"The  Corliss  Family"  has  this  to  say  of  the  daughter  and  grand-daughter— 
Mrs.  Neff  and  Mrs.  Dustan.  "On  March  15,  1697,  Mrs.  XetT,  being  at  the 
time  nurse  with  Mrs.  Dustan,  who  had  recently  been  delivered  of  a  child,  were 
capt  ured  with  Mrs.  Dustan  by  a  party  of  Indians  and  carried  off  towards  Canada. 
April  30,  Mrs.  Dustan  and  Mrs.  Neff  and  a  youth,  rose  on  their  captors  in  the 
uight  and  killed  ten  out  of  twelve,  two  men,  three  women  and  seven  children, 
only  one  squaw  and  one  child  escaping.  They  returned  to  Haverhill  and  after- 
wards to  Boston,  where  they  appeared  before  the  Assembly  then  in  session. 
For  the  exploit  the  General  Council  voted  Mr.  Thomas  Dustan,  in  behalf  of 
his  wife,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury  25P,  and  Mary  Neff  12P  10s.,  and 
t  he  youth,  Samuel  Leanordson,  12P  10s.  In  1738  a  giant  of  200  acres  was  granted 
to  Thomas  Neff,  a  son,  for  service  rendered  by  his  mother.  Governor  Nickson 
of  Maryland  presented  them  with  a  pewter  tankard  in  1697  for  their  brave  act. 

A  monument  to  the  memory  of  Mrs.  Dustan,  Mrs.  Neff  and  Samuel  Lean- 
ardson  was  erected  on  Dustan  Island,  the  scene  of  the  scalping,  at  the  junction 
of  the  Centoocook  and  Merrimac  rivers,  six  miles  from  Concord,  N.  H.,  which 
was  unveiled  June  17,  1874,  with  appropriate  ceremony.  On  one  side  the 
inscription  "Hannah  Dustan,  Mary  Neff  and  Samuel  Leonardson,  March  30, 
1697.     Midnight." 

Jonathan  Corliss  (17)  was  the  fourth  son  of  John  Corliss  (4).  Married 
at  Haverhill,  Mass.,  July  16,  1695,  Elizabeth  Moore.  He  died  at  Salem,  N. 
H.  (The  family  of  Timothy  Emerson  Corliss  (886)  hereafter  described,  des- 
cendent  from  him.) 

John  Corliss  (22)  a  son  of  John  Corliss  (19)  died  January  4,  1753.  The 
inventory  of  his  estate  amounting  to  851P  4s  4d,  includes  one  negro  girl,  40P; 
and  one  stallion,  26P  13s  4d;  one  barrel  and  26  gallons  of  rum,  60s  4d. 

George  Henry  Corliss  (1044)  and  William  Corliss  (1050),  sons  of  Dr.  Hiram 
and  Susan  Corliss  of  Easton,  Washington  County,  N.  Y.,  was  born  the  former 
January  2,  1817,  and  the  latter  November  3,  1834. 

George  Corliss  is  known  far  and  wide  in  the  United  States  as  the  inventor 
of  the  improved  Steam  Engine  called  the  Corliss  Engine,  of  which  vast  numbers 
are  in  use  throughout  the  world.  As  early  as  1843  he  invented  two  model  sew- 
ing machines.  The  Corliss  Engine  Company,  incorporated  in  1856,  of  which  he 
was  president  and  his  brother  William  was  treasurer,  had  its  works  in  the  extreme 
northern  part  of  the  city  of  Providence,  R.  I.  At  the  Vienna  Exposition  at 
Vienna,  Austria,  in  1873,  the  Corliss  Steam  Engine  Company  was  awarded  the 
Grand  Diploma  of  Honor  for  perfection  of  steam  engines." 

A  long  list  of  the  Corliss  Family,  descendants  of  its  founder,  George  Corliss, 
are  recorded  as  participants  in  all  the  various  wars.  George  Corliss  (1)  was  in 
the  early  Indian  war,  also  his  son  John  Corliss  (4),  his  grandson  Jonathan  Cor- 
liss (31)  enlisted  in  the  Revolutionary  war  in  1775,  and  died  in  the  army  in 
Canada  of  smallpox  in  1776. 

There  were  a  great  many  of  them  in  the  Civil  War.  Among  them  were 
Augustus  W.  Corliss,  who  was  Lieutenant  and  Major  7th  R.  I.  Cavalry,  later 
Major  7th  V.  S.  A.,  retired. 

The  family  seemed  to  have  inclined  to  farming,  invention,  clergy,  profes- 
sions, rather  than  to  the  business  of  merchants  and  tradesmen.  There  are 
many  clergymen,  lawyers,  doctors,  inventors  and  teachers.  We  have  been 
unable  to  find  a  saloon  keeper,  an  inmate  of  prison,  or  a  prostitute  in  the  family. 
They  seemed  to  have  sought  to  instill  decency  in  their  families,  rather  than  to 
attempt  to  reform  t  lie  world.      To  do  a  great  many  little  things  rather  than  a 


few  greal  things.  They  furnish  good  soldiers,  good  judges,  good  congressmen 
and  good  officials,  and  last,  but  not  least,  good  citizens. 

Miss  Mary  Fairchilds  an<l  Miss  Flora  Nettleton,  both  teachers  in  the  public 
schools  in  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  are  cousins  whose  mothers  were  sisters.  Their 
maiden  names  were  Corliss  and  they  were  descendants  of  Jonathan  Corliss  (17). 

Mis-;  Alma  Small,  a  teacher  at  Woodward,  Iowa,  her  mother  was  a  Corliss, 
the  daughter  of  Ariel  Corliss  (1257).  It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  paper  to  do 
more  than  continue  the  history  of  the  Corliss  family  so  far  as  the  descendants  of 
Timothy  Emerson  Corliss  (886).

Timothy  Emerson  Corliss  (1),  devoted  his  life  to  Christianity  and  his 
church,  Second  Adventist,  which  church  he  early  in  life  joined.  He  was  a  kind 
and  affectionate  husband  and  father,  a  hard  worker.  Most  of  the  fruits  of  his 
industry  lie  offered  upon  the  altar  of  his  church,  zealously  believing  in  his 
investment. 

His  wife,  Elvia  Hutchins  (2),  although  a  Christian  woman,  was  very 
ambitious.  Her  heart,  her  affection,  and  her  soul  were  bound  up  in  her  chil- 
dren, loved  by  them  and  all  who  knew  her.  She  died  on  her  beautiful  farm  in 
her  new  home  in  Saratoga,  Minn.,  December  2,  1860,  at  the  age  of  forty-seven. 
Upon  her  death  and  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War  in  which  three  sons 
enlisted,  the  family  circle  was  broken  and  its  members  scattered. 

John  Wesley  Corliss  (2)  was  private  in  Co.  E,  Fifth  Michigan  Infantry, 
was  wounded  severely  in  the  Battle  of  the  Wilderness.  Was  admitted  to  the 
bar  in  1869.      He  was  County  Attorney  of  Wilkin  County,   Minn.,  two  years. 

Josephine  Corliss  Preston  (19),  daughter  of  John  Wesley  Corliss,  com- 
menced to  teach  school  in  Otter  Tail  County,  Minn.,  when  she  was  fifteen 
years  of  age.  In  June,  1S90,  she  moved  to  the  State  of  Washington  where  she 
taught  school,  was  deputy  superintendent  of  Walla  Walla  County  five  years, 
county  superintendent  of  that  county  from  September  1,  1908,  to  January  1, 
1913.  In  the  Spring  of  1911  she  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  a  member  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education.  At  the  general  election  in  1912  she  was  nom- 
inated and  elected  on  the  Republican  ticket,  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  for  four  years. 

Eben  Eaton  Corliss  was  a  private  in  Company  A,  Second  Minnesota, 
three  years,  was  wounded  in  the  battle  of  Chickamauga,  was  afterwards  a 
sergeant  in  Company  A,  Ninth  U.  S.  Vet.  Vol.  one  year.  Admitted  to  the 
bar  in  1870,  elected  County  Attorney  of  Otter  Tail  County  in  1871,  served  as 
such  ten  years.  Was  a  member  of  the  Minnesota  Legislature  in  1872.  Ap- 
pointed one  of  a  commission  to  revise  the  Minnesota  Probate  Code,  in  1889. 
Was  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Capitol  Commission  from  April  1,  1893, 
to  January  1,  1907.  Was  a  mason,  in  which  society  he  filled  all  the  chairs 
from   M.   M.  to  Commandrie.      Was  (i.   H.   Priest   of  the  Grand   Chapter  of 
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Minnesota  in  1902-3,  G.  M.  R.  &  S.  M.  of  Minnesota  in  1902.  Practiced  law 
in  Fergus  Falls  from  1870  to  1911,  when  he  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  of 
Minnesota,  custodian  of  the  capitol. 

Charles  William  Corliss  (22)  ,son  of  Eben  Eaton  Corliss,  graduated  at 
the  Law  School  of  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  in  1887,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  Minnesota,  where  he  practiced  until  1889,  when  he  moved  to  Seattle,  Wash., 
where  he  has  since  practiced  law  and  real  estate,  was  a  member  of  the  board  of 
education,  and  was  foreman  of  the  famous  Grand  Jury  in  1912. 

John  Harry  Corliss  (23),  second  son  of  Eben  Eaton  Corliss,  graduated 
from  Rush  Medical  College  of  Chicago,  in  1S92,  practised  as  a  physician  in 
Pelican  Rapids  until  1895,  when  he  moved  to  Sumner,  Wash.,  where  he  has 
since  practised  medicine.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of  Washington 
two  terms,  also  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Sumner. 

William  Miller  Corliss  (5)  was  a  private  in  Co.  A,  Second  Minnesota,  for 
three  years.  He  taught  school  in  Winona  and  Fillmore  Counties,  Minnesota, 
until  1869,  when  he  moved  to  Otter  Tail  County,  took  a  homestead  on  Clitherall 
Lake  where  he  continued  teaching.  Was  elected  county  superintendent  and 
Clerk  of  the  District  Court  of  Otter  Tail  County,  Minn.,  which  office  he  held 
at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1871. 

Minnie  Mintwood  Corliss  Holmes  (30),  daughter  of  William  Miller  Corliss, 
was  appointed  post-mistress  of  Detroit,  Minn.,  in  1906,  and  reappointed  in 
1910. 
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
